He 
claims many towns ot Europe oa his home, 
but Vienna holds most pleasant memories for him. 
tils brothers and sislcrs have scattered all over 
the world, many ffolns to the sold-fllled haven 
of art to the south of ug, but all sure to find uncles 
and aunts and. cousins and oven atep-relatlves, 
wherever they atop. The Mooslks have always bceii 
a mlgratlns family, but the niiiln branch has re- 
mained fixed ih Europe for many hundreds of 
years now. 

. The earliest Mooslg of whom we hive record 
was .Pan Meealg. He was a very clever, 'man,- vho 
lived amongst Vi lot of savages, and being high- 
minded attetftpteil to discover the bftt nieons of 
doing nothing. He was "not content with watching 
mama plclc the meat from the enemy scalps, and 
as a result was often to 4)e found in the local 
swimming hole, or dlsportiijg himself to the 
fishes' discontent.
